Andrew Gliolson, a young farmer 


of Argillite, Greenup county, Ky., 
who is a patient at the city hos- 
pital suffering with burns received 
last April by falling into a camp- 
fire, is determined to return home a 
well man, and is willing to endure 
almost any anguish to get there. 
Since being in the hospital he has 
undergone more suffering than is 
allotted to the average patient. 


When GholKon fell into the 
lire 


the skin was burned from his right 
leg, from the hip to his ankle, and 
new cuticle refused to form, neces- 
sitating skin grafting. 
He was 


brought to this city for the purpose, 
and yesterday he passed through the 
ordeal, it being the third operation 
which had been 
performed 
upon 


him. ' The area to be covered by 
grafting was unusually large, and 
there was someditllculty experienced 
by the doctors in securing the skin 
to cover it. All the skin that could 
be spared was carefully shaved from 
the left thigh and leg with a razor 
and transplanted 
upon the burned 


surface. 
When the first and second 


operations 
were 
performed upon 


Gliolson thQre still remained a foot 
of space to be covered, and the 
doctors liacl to wait until new skin 
grew upon the shaved surface to se- 
cure enough material to Jioish the 
operation. 
The work of yesterday 


completed the job, and Gholson is 
expected to return home in another 
month or so a well man.—Commer- 
cial-Tribune.
